ASKS CONSUMER CUT 

The Board chairman appealed 
to Canadians to assist by reduc- 
ing to 4 minimum their consump- 
tlon of beef and beef products in 
the warm summer months. | 

“While the temporary short 
supply of beef cannot be cor 
rected immediately the board Is 
taking action to deal effectively 
with beef price problems,” he said. 
“Shortages of supply and the 
eagerness of retailers themselves 
to obtain meat for sale make it 
difficult for the board to assure 
that normal.spreads between dif- 
ferent qualities of beef are main 
tained.”

~—Duteh Harbor, at the northeast } - 


corner of Unalaska Island in the 
Aleutian Chain, has. been fortl- 
fied and improved as rapidly as 
possible in,the last two years, Al- 
most 10 miles Jong and well pro- 
tected by the Arctic swells of both 
Sea which bound it, Dutch Har- 
the Pacific Ocean and the Bering 
ber’s fortifications are a closely 
guarded secret. 

It is technically a naval, dir and 
stibmarine base, although a ma- 
jor army garrison has been sta- 
tioned there to protect the naval 
establishment. Fuelstorage fa- 
cilities are maintained at the har- 
bor and the navy operates a radic 


‘ station there. 


The U. S, government took over 
the area embracing Dutch Harbor 
in- June, 1930, as a reserve for 
probable military and naval ¢s- 
tablishments. It was not until 
1937 that the Hepburn Commis- 
sion (headed by Admiral Arthur 
Hepburn) recommended the de- 
velopment of Dutch Harbor, Not 
until the fall of 1940 did con- 
struction work begin on the naval 
station. 


SPEARHEAD OF 
ALASKAN DEFENCE 

But by 1941 it was considered 
the great spearhead of the entire | 
Alaskan defences, Long before) 
the outbreak of war, .private ships | 
and planes.were forbidden to en- 
tér the harbor, and there were 
numerous instances of private | 
craft being shot at and seized by 
U.S. forces when they trespassed. | 

Dutch Harbor, 2,000 miles from | 
San Francisco and the same dis 
tance from Honolulu, is situated 
iti Tiiuliak Harbor, which in turn 
is within Unalaska Bay. Ships 
must take a winding passage to 
get to Dutch Harbor. This pas 
sage, narrow at some points, 
leads around a rocky point and 
into the almost land-locked har-| 
bor.

Unalaska Island itself, 67 miles | 
long and 37 miles wide, points | 
like an upside-down revolver at | 
Asia and Japan: —itis-oniy 1450+ 
miles from the major Japanese | 
base at-Paramushira, one of the} 
northernmost points of the Jap- 
anese empire.

Should Not-Be Murdered

A young woman who murdered 
her husband because she asked 
*him to take her stepping and he 
refused and told her to go to bed, 
has been acquitted by a jury of 
her peers, 12 women, all of whom 
probably had felt like slaying 
their-own husbands under similar 
provocation, but had lacked the 
nerve to do it. ‘ 

Let us hope and pray that this 
case will not set a precedent for 

| justifiable homicide and make a 
husband, wanting to stay at home 
at night and rest his feet when 
his wife wants to go dancing, one 

; of the crimes that entitle her to 
shoot him on sight. Heaven 
knows it has seemed bad enough 
for the poor tired business man 
to bedivorced by his wife because 
he didn’t feel frolicsome after 
toiling for eight or ten hours to 
provide her with beauty treat- 
ments and fine clothes, but for 
her to commit mayhem upon him 
for that reason is really carrying 
the matter a little too far. 

Most ‘women stop short of that 
and content themselves with 
shedding a few buckets of tears 
over their forlorn lots and telling 
their friends about how mean and 


selfish their husbanils are, and | 


how little they appreciate all they 
do for them, telephoning in the 
Btocery order every day and 
spending the morning looking for 
bargains that have been marked 
down ‘from $60 to $59.98. 

This emotional outlet conduces 
to the safety of husbands and 
makes marriage a less dangerous 
occupation than it would other- 


wise be for them, but it does not | 


remove wives’ ancient grievance 
about having husbands who are 
not willing to play around with 
them of evenings.

Christian martyr, she bemoans 
herself as another victim of mar- 
riage.
